More banks join in 
hiking prime rate to 10% 


YORK (AP) — A move 
toward a historic high of 10 per 
cent in the prim e lending rate 
gathered momentum today as 
the nation’s 
second 
largest 
bank threw its weight behind 
the increase. 
New York’s First National 
City Bank announced the 
U 
point hike this morning, follow­ 
ing a sim ilar step late Thurs­ 
day by the Wells Fargo Bank of 
San Francisco. Wells Fargo’s 
increase is effective today , Citi­ 
bank’s nex t Monday . 


It was the first move toward 
the 10 per cent level in the 
lending rate for large corporate 
borrowers 
since 
the 
rapid 
series of increases that carried 
it to 9 ^ 4 per cent by late last 
month. 
Since then, although banks 
have been contending that mon­ 
ey m arket conditions called for 
further increases, they had 
shied away from taking the 
first step to 10 per cent. 
Credit ex perts generally ex - 
{X ’ ' ‘he new level to spread 


throughout 
the 
banking 
in­ 
dustry , but they were uncertain 
how rapidly it would occur. 
One potential deterrent, they 
noted, was the present hearings 
at the House Banking Com­ 
m ittee focusing on the recent 
surge of interest rates. 
In addition, the Nix on adm in­ 
istration’s Committee on Inter­ 
est and Dividends, which over­ 
sees interest rates in the gov­ 
ernm ent’s economic controls 
program , reacted q uickly to 
Wells Fargo’s move with a de­

terest rate guidelines. 
Some other banks indicated 
they would watch and wait 
The prim e rate has no direct 
connection with rates on loans 
to small businesses and con­ 
sumers. But it is widely re­ 
garded as a barom eter of inter­ 
est rate trends generally , and 
as long as it keeps rising those 
other rates are considered like­ 
ly to follow.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
hail of Congressional opposition 
has greeted a suggestion that 
President Nix on may try to 
fight inflation by increasing in­ 
come tax es tem porarily and re ­ 
turning the ex tra funds to tax ­ 
pay ers later. 
The purpose of the tax in­ 
crease would be to take money 
out of the economy , to help 
slow 
the 
current 
economic 
boom. 
If the report given newsmen 
Thursday by Presidential Coun­ 
selor Melvin R. Laird was in­ 
tended as a trial balloon — as 
some congressmen suggested — 
it m ay well have been punc­ 
tured. 
Laird, Nix on’s principal do­ 
mestic aide, emphasized there 


had been no decision to send 
Congress the plan, which he a t­ 
tributed to Federal Reserve 
Chairman Arthur F. Bums. 
Listing it as (» le of a number 
of ideas under consideration, 
Laird said the proposal was to 
impose a surcharge, probably 
of 10 per cent, so that a person 
who normally paid $1,000 in 
tax es would pay $1,100 instead. 
The ex tra $100 would be re­ 
funded in two to five y ears, 
after inflation abated. 
“This is not the sam e as a 
tax increase,” Laird argued, 
holding the plan would not vio­ 
late Nix on’s pledge against in­ 
creasing tax es. 
But most representatives and 
senators who commented didn’t 
see it that way . 


“It looks like a trial balloon 
they are already backing away 
from ,” said Rep. A1 Ullman, D- 
Ore., acting chairm an of the 
tax -writing House Way s and 
Means Committee. 


Throughout last y ear’s cam ­ 
paign, Nix on promised spend­ 
ing control policies that would 
avoid the need to raise tax es. 
He said, for ex ample, in an 
Oct. 7, 
19 72, radio speech, 
“America needs not a tax in­ 
crease, but tax relief.” 


In his message to Congress 
last Monday , Nix on said, “This 
administration 
continues 
its 
strong opposition to a tax in­ 
crease.”

I favor a 
Park Board okays boat ramp repairs

Considering all the problems that have 
arisen over the Custer Avenue Boat Ramp, 
the Dix on P ark Board m em bers should prob­ 
ably have nam ed it the “Fiasco Boat Ram p.” 
But after Thursday night’s meeting of the 
board at district headq uarters, a new name 
comes to mind: the “ Reluctant Boat Ram p.” 
The board has been caught in the middle of 
an engineering sq uabble totw een the Illinois 
Departm ent of Conservation and Robert Hof­ 
mann of Willett Hofmann & Associates, engi­ 
neers who designed the boat ram p. 
The battle has continued for m ore than a 
y ear, ever since Hofmann suggested a plan 
for correcting basic {M'oblems which became 
evident after the facility was put into use. 
The Departm ent of Conservation had re ­ 
fused to approve H ofm ann’s proposed 
cnanges. Hotmann, who will m ake repairs at 
the ex pense of his firm , told the board at its 
August meeting that if he was forced to ad­ 
here to Departm ent of Conservation stan­ 
dards, he would refuse to go on with the proj­ 
ect. 
The board, through Attorney Tomas Mag- 
dich, substituting for William Gunner, regu- 


lar board attorney , got the word from the De­ 
partm ent of Conservation that “reluctant” 
approval was being given to Hofmann’s plan 
to modify the ramp. 
Roy J. Geiselman, chief engineer for the 
Department of Conservation, in his letter 
pointed out deficienci« in Hofmann’s plan 
and then gave “reluctant approval.” 
Geiselman's letter said, in part: “ Hof­ 
mann refused to recognize successful stand­ 
ards used by departm ents of conservation 
and the Corix s of Engineers throughout the 
country .” 


He went on: “We are considering the ex ­ 
trem e need for modification of the launch and 
the evident reluctance of y our firm (Hof­ 
m ann’s) to accept the guidelines of this de­ 
partm ent for ram p construction. So we shall 
reluctantly grant approval of the construction 
proposed.” 
The letter concluded: “ However, it shall 
be understood that this departm ent accepts 
no responsibility for the perform ance of this 
modified launch ram p after its completion. 
And further modification will be ex pected if 
the currently proposed modification proves 


unsuccessful.” 
Commissioner Pat Jones was reluctant to 
give his approval to allowing Hofmann to be­ 
gin modification. 
“Hofmann wants to correct the problem,” 
said Jones, “but he has rejected the continual 
insistence of the Conservation Departm ent. 1 
have a feeling we’ll have to do something else. 
I’d like to see it done to state specifications.” 
Park Superintendent Uoy d Swan com­ 
mented, “We have no lever or legal grounds 
to m ake him (Hofmann) even do as much as 
he is offering to do. But, I do feel it’s a m atter 
of his reputation.” He added, as an after- 
though, “ I do think, however, that if we ac­ 
cept this plan it will be permanent. I can’t see 
Hofmann re-doing it a second tim e.” 
The board gave Hofmann the okay to mod­ 
ify the ram p according to his own plan, with 
Jones voting “no.” 
Moving on to better things, the board 
heard a report by A1 Caskey , park consultant, 
that the m aster plan work was showing prog­ 
ress. Caskey outlined these points: 
Tlie Rey nolds Field lighting should be 
done within two weeks. 
The tot lot at the housing project is graded. 


ready for fencing and should soon be ready 
for seeding. 
Grade stakes have been placed at the ten­ 
nis court and ice rink sites. 
Phase V eq uipment has been ordered.

Warning against barrels of poison 
Au to strike p o ssib le to n ig h t 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - The 
Coast Guard warned the entire 
United States Gulf Coast today 
of potentially deadly barrels of 
sodium and potassium cy anide 
floating in the Gulf of Mex ico. 
The barrels were dumped 
into the w ater after a ship colli­ 
sion Aug. 5 about 
480 miles 
south of Pensacola, Fla. 
However, a chemical ex pert 
said the two chemicals would 
have to be eaten to be fatal un­ 
less they released cy anide in a 
gaseous state. And he said this 
would ncrt occur unless the 
chem icals encountered an a dd 
condition in the water. 
The Coast Guard said it re­ 
ceived word of the threat today 
and did not know why Mex ican 
authorities failed to notify them 


earlier, 
A 
spokesman 
emphasized 
that one or more of the barrels 
could be any where in the Gulf 
of Mex ico. He noted that the 
passage 
of 
Tropical 
Storm 
Delia through the Gulf 10 day s 
after the collision enhanced the 
possibility 
that 
the 
barrels 
could be widely scattered. 
“ It’s hard to tell what effect 
the 
hurricane 
and 
current 
would have,” said the spokes­ 
man. “They could be any ­ 
w here” 
Coast Guard units along the 
entire 1,600-mile coast of the 
Gulf of Mex ico from Browns­ 
ville, Tex ., to Key West, Fla., 
were alerted to the danger. 
The barrels, some containing 
100 pounds of sodium cy anide 


and others 100 pounds of potas­ 
sium cy anide, are blue with 
white lettering on them w arn­ 
ing : “Dangerous Class 6 M ate­ 
rial.” 
The Class 6 designati« ! is f « 
“highly tox ic” m aterial, the 
Coast Guard said. 
All persons along coastal 
areas were warned against try ­ 
ing to touch or recover one of 
the barrels if found. 
Coast Guard units were ad­ 
vised of certain procedures to 
be used in attem pting to recov­ 
er the barrels. 
The Aug. 5 collision between 
the Perseus and the Peubla oc­ 
curred in international waters. 
The Mex ican navy got first 
word of the incident and n« i- 
fied coastal interests 


DETROIT (AP) — More than 
127,000 auto workers are ready 
to strike Chry sler Ck>rp. t« iight 
if bargainers meeting behind 
closed doors fail to reach a con­ 
tract agreem ent.

However, if accord is not 
reached, the 
127,500 United 
Auto Workers m em bers say 
they will strike the nation’s 
third largest auto m aker at 
11:59 p.m. 
The talks adjourned shortly 


befwe midnight Thursday and 
were to resume today at 9 a.m . 
EDT. There was no im mediate 
indication whether the hiatus 
meant

negotiators

WASHINGTON (K F S )- In aban­ 
doning his considerable political 
power, Sen. Harold Hughes, D- 
Iowa, is doing something few public 
men ever do voluntarily. 
It is a revolutionary idea in the 
capital that a national figure might 
find more satisfaction and accom­ 
plishment outside the political proc­ 
ess than within it. 
The Senator obviously decided 
not to seek re-election out of deep 
personal conviction that he could do 
more for mankind by delivering a 
spiritual message than by passing 
legislation. 
He has not indicated the kind of 
deep disappointment in politics that 
much of the public feels after the 
Watergate crimes. 
In fact, he defended Congress last 
week 
against 
President 
Nixon’s 
claim that it has a poor record, call­ 
ing the charge “ the bummest rap 
yet from an administration that spe­ 
cializes in producing cheap shots.” 
But his remarkable decision to go 
into religious work in itself is an in­ 
escapable reflection on the respon­ 
siveness of Congress to public needs. 
Simply put, a man of great 
strength of character and purpose 
who has risen through the political 
process the hard way, pulling him­ 
self up from the depth of drunken 
degradation, has found politics an 
inadequate vehicle to serve humani­ 
ty 
There are thousands of politi­ 
cians in this country for whom the 
Senate is the ultimate reward, a 
symbol of power and glory. That 
aura of power has been enhanced in 
the last decade as the Senate has 
emerged as a virtually required step 
en route to the Presidency. 
Few Senators give up their seats, 
except under pressure—fear of de­ 
feat. illness, family or financial cri­ 
sis. or sheer vintage. So far as is 
known, none of these factors moti­ 
vated Hughes At 51, he is full of 
energy and vitality and he was re­ 
garded by the Democratic National 
Committee and the Democratic Sen­ 
ate Campaign Committee as a heavy 
favorite for re-election. 


(Hughes is so popular, in fact, 
that Gov. Robert Ray of Iowa, a 
dominant GOP figure, had already 
passed the word he did not dare 
tackle Hughes next year. He is now 
expected to revise his plans and seek 
the vacant seat.) 
But, as a Senator, Hughes has al­ 
ways gone his own way. Instead of 
burying his alcoholic past he has uti­ 
lized it to help other Senators and 
public officials with similar prob­ 
lems. 
To call attention to the dangers of 
drug abuse, he admitted he had 
smoked pot himself as a World War 
II soldier. 
And he has often discussed se­ 
ances which he attended where he 
believes he communicated with the 
spirit of his dead brother; he takes 
literally the Christian belief in eter­ 
nal life, which holds that people die 
physically but that their spirit lives 
on. 
Hughes is no saint, free of ambi­ 
tion. He was tempted briefly by the 
Presidency prior to the 1972 cam­ 
paign. but he never cranked up 
enough pragmatism to go to the nec­ 
essary trouble. For instance, he ap­ 
peared at selective party functions, 
but he generally sat quietly at his 
table, eating his food, and refused to 
join his rivals in mingling and mak­ 
ing points with the important guests. 
“ He just don’t do that stuff,” an aide 
explained at the time. 
Hughes is the fourth Senator to 
retire at the end of this term, but the 
only one to do so in pursuit of the 
greater good. The others suffered 
from old age and declining populari­ 
ty* 
So far, Hughes is one of a kind. He 
has conceded, however, that while 
his only thought now is to commit 
himself to God’s work, he might be­ 
come politically active again at 
some later point. He believes “ the 
country may be ripe for a third par­ 
ty” and he has hinted that he might 
be interested in doing something 
about that. 
In the meantime, he intends to 
stress the need for a return to faith 
and religious principles in the na­ 
tion.

Saints and Sinners 


RE F L E C TIO N S — 
Everyone 
knows when the major historical 
holidays occur and many citizens fly 
our nation’s flag in observance of 
these occasions. 
One of the most important dates 
in our history will pass for the 186th 
time Monday and it s a good guess 
most people do not know the signifi­ 
cance of Sept. 17. 
Had this date not occurred in our 
history, or one like it, July 4, 1776, 
would have had an entirely different 
outcome. 
Eleven years and 65 days after 
the signing of the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, the Constitutional Con­ 
vention submitted a document to be 
ratified by the several states, which 
was the U.S. Constitution. That date 
was Sept. 17, 1787. 
No council of men in all the ages 
of history has ever come up with a 
covenant between citizens and their 
government which approaches the 
dream of man about people living to­ 
gether under a matched balance of 
freedom and order. 
Although it is the Constitution of a 
young nation, measured by the eons 
of history of many nations of the 
world, it is the oldest Constitution 
still in use by the people who origi­ 
nally adopted it. 
What happened July 4, 1776, is 
one of those dramatic happenings 
which occur in the lives of men and 
government which become etched in 
the annals of history, to be remem­ 
bered forever. 
The Declaration of Independence 
and the war gave birth to a new na­ 
tion, but what kind of government it 
would have had not been deter­ 
mined. 
It was the Constitution which 
determined this direction and has 
been responsible that the U.S. citi­ 
zens live with a degree of political 
freedom which has been the envy of, 
the world. 
Our Constitution is the highest 
achievement of man who for cen­ 
turies had dreamed of a nation 
whose people would consent to be 
governed on the basis of a Constitu­ 
tion which they endorsed and which 
the government is to abide by with 
reference to its citizens. 
Our Constitution binds those who 
consented to be governed by it to ac­ 
cept certain obligations in support of 
their government. 
Out of the interaction between 
these rights and obligations have 
come the “ blessings of liberty” we 
have enjoyed, living under our Con­ 
stitution. 
It is important for us to realize 
that our political freedom has not 
been realized only by the words and 
phrases of our Constitution, but by 
the citizens who understand that 
freedom does not come free and are 
willing to pay the price of eternal 
vigilance to earn the right to be a 
free people. 
In recognition of this great date 
in our history, we recommend citi­ 
zens fly our nation’s flag Monday as 
a demonstration to those officials we 
have elected to administer our gov­ 
ernment that they must rule within 
the limits of the Constitution of the 
United States.

Are vo te rs g o in g id e o lo g ica l ? 


By RALPH de TOLEDANO 
It has always been the assump­ 
tion of American political thinkers 
that our political parties are loose 
coalitions of varying interests bound 
together by the desire to hold office. 
The evidence of this has easily come 
to hand. In the Congress, for exam­ 
ple. we find “ liberal” Republicans 
sitting on the same side of the aisle 
as 
“ conservative” 
Republicans— 
and the same ideological divergence 
is seen in the Democratic Party. A 
state like New York elects James 
Buckley and Jacob Javits to the Sen­ 
ate, both professing Republican al­ 
legiance though they are light years 
apart in their thinking. 
It has also been a truism of 
American politics that the voters 
make their electoral decisions on the 
basis of personality appeal and other 
non-ideological considerations, giv­ 
ing the edge to the candidate who 
has the best TV personality, is the 
most persuasive (or glib?), and 
knows what nerve to touch. As proof 
of this, there are the young and at­ 
tractive liberals who persist in get­ 
ting elected to Congress by strongly 
conservative states which in nation­ 
al politics seem to turn their backs 
on the drabber plumage of Republi­ 
can legislators. 
Comes now a young political sci­ 
entist from the University of Michi­ 
gan’s Center for Political Studies 
who proclaims that this stereotype 
of voter performance is no longer 
true, and has not been since the 1968 


Presidential 
election. 
Employing 
the highly complex and sophisticat­ 
ed methodology available today, Ar­ 
thur H. Miller argues that ideology 
is now determining elections in the 
United States, and he cites impres­ 
sive chapter and verse. 
Citing the 1968 election, Miller 
sees it as a conservative landslide, 
even though Richard Nixon received 
less than 50 per cent of the vote. For 
by combining the Nixon votes with 
those of Gov. George Wallace of Ala­ 
bama, he comes up with the land­ 
slide for Mr. Nixon in 1972. In effect, 
it made no difference that the Demo­ 
cratic candidate in 1968 was a mod­ 
erate liberal and in 1972 a purported 
New Leftist. The voters leaned to the 
conservative side and would have no 
part of candidates who, to many, 
were personally more attractive 
than Richard Nixon. 
Ideology, then, was the dominant 
factor in the last two Presidential 
elections—an assertion which, 
if 
true, will revolutionize American 
political thinking. To bolster it, Mil­ 
ler made careful studies of voter at­ 
titudes during the campaign and 
concluded that Sen. George McGov­ 
ern’s tactical errors—the Eagleton 
affair or the shambles of the Demo­ 
cratic convention—had little to do 
with his overwhelming defeat. His 
downfall was his ideology. 
If Miller is correct, then we are in 
for a massive change in party align­ 
ments, with conservative political 
figures switching to the Republican 


Party and liberals taking over the 
Democratic Party completely. The 
polarization which political analysts 
have deplored in European party 
structures will take over in these 
United States. This process has, of 
course, been slowly taking place in 
the South, where old party loyalties 
are being mothballed. This is true in 
such states as Virginia where Mills 
Godwin, a former Democratic gov­ 
ernor, is running on the Republican 
ticket against a Democrat who now 
labels himself an independent. 


It is obvious that, on the national 
level, this polarization is already 
taking place in the Democratic P ar­ 
ty as it increasingly becomes a crea­ 
ture of George Meany and the A F L - 
CIO, which as the only source of 
very big money the Democrats can 
tap is converting the old coalition in­ 
to a more monolithic Labor Party. 
Within the party’s infra-structure, 
the GOP is reverting to an ideologi­ 
cal stance which, again on the na­ 
tional level, makes it the locus of 
conservatism. 


What the Miller study, which is 
getting a thorough-going study in 
Washington, fails to explain is the 
difference between the way the vot­ 
ers act when they select a President 
and when they cast their ballots for 
congressional or state offices. Presi­ 
dent Nixon can still pass as a conser­ 
vative, although ideologists of the 
right sometimes debate this conten­ 
tion.

Then 
he led dummy’s 10 of spades. 
East played low and South let 
West score his singleton queen. 
West did the best he could by 
cashing his ace of diamonds, 
but that was the last trick (or 
the defense. 
Of course, South could have 
made seven if he had wanted to 
play for it and known the trump 
situation. After winning the 
first spade he could have re­ 
turned to dummy with a low 
club; finessed against East’s 
jack of trumps and splashed 
down.

right-of-way , ex tending north­ 
ward from Galena Junction to 
historic Gelena. 
Dean said the proposed trail 
passes through some of the 
most 
rugged 
and 
scenic 
topography in northern Dlinois. 
Plans call for development of 
the

hiking 
and 
bicy cling, with way side stops 


for picnicking and resting. 
Additional activities such as
